W ashington City, April II.—A corres­ 
pondent in conversation with Secretary 
Lincoln, suggested that the people wanted a 
man for president who had not scrambled for 
the office, and was answered: “There are 
plenty of men who have not scrambled 
for it, and there are fifty here in Wash­ 
ington to day who axe better qualified to fill 
the office than myself. There is the presi­ 
dent If he has made a single effort to ob­ 
tain a nomination by the means popularly 
supposed to be used among politicians, I do 
not know it. He has certainly made a number 
of appointments, as you understand, which 
directly antagonized his own candidacy. He 
has not plotted for the place, and would 
not do so. But there is hardly any necessity 
of discussing the question seriously. The talk 
about me, what there is of it, will soon die 
away and the notion will be forgotten. I 
hope the convention will be wise and dis­ 
creet and do nothing to imperil Republican 
success, which seems now so well assured.”

News from D ifferent P art* t f th e 
¡U nited S tates--G rain in E ngland. 
C hicago, April 10.—The Tribune publishes 
eevtral columns of crop reports from all tbe 
western and northwestern states and terri­ 
tories, and summarizes them as follows: The 
reports from the spring wheat belt of the 
northwest show that there will be little if any 
change from the general record of previous 
years. In the older states, notably Illi­ 
nois, Indiana and Wisconsin there is a 
marked diminution of the area devoted to 
this cereal, but the loss thus sustained is com­ 
pensated for in the fields of Dakota, Minne­ 
sota and Nebraska. A 50 per cent, increase 
is noted in Brown county, Dakota, and one 
of over 500 per cent, in Clarke county 
of the same territory. A Central Illi­ 
nois report on the contrary chronicles 
the sowing of the grain for the sole purpose 
of “keeping the bugs from the other crops'” 
The outlook for Minnesota seems very en­ 
couraging, chiefly in the western and north­ 
western sections, and it is declared by an au­ 
thority on the subject that there never has 
been a better spring for seeding wheat than 
the present one. 
Lo ndon, April 8.—The secretary of the 
corn exchange reports enormous stocks of 
wheat, barley and maize in the London 
waterside granaries. 
There are 454,000 
quarters more of wheat than last year, and 
108,000 quarters less of oats. The Standard 
says: “It is obvious that the wheat trade is 
overdone, and consequently it is important 
for tha London and Liverpool money-lenders 
to know' who holds this extraordinary mass 
of grain. ” 
S pr in g field, 111., April 10. -A<1 vices from 
over six hundred correspondents of the Illi­ 
nois department of agriculture indicate that 
the area of growing winter wheat is 7 per 
cent less than tbe acreage harvested in 
1883.

In the northern divbi n of the 
state, where but little winter wlie.it s raised, 
the indications are 12 per cent. be.ter than 
on April 1, 1883.

Cin c in n a ti, April 12.—The correspondent 
at Washington City of The Enquirer tele­ 
graphs: A petition full of meat wrs pre­ 
sented to the house from a number of officers 
of national tanks in Pennsylvania, New York 
and Minnesota. The p -titioners say they 
realize that they probably waste their time 
in memorializing congress because it is ob­ 
vious that this congress does not intend doing 
anything in the matter; that the present re­ 
quirement affecting deposite to secure circu­ 
lation makes business uuprofitable, however, 
and that if nothing is done they w ill return 
to the state system, and give up their char­ 
ters as rapidly as their charters expire.

The following composition on roller 
skating may be of interest to new be­ 
ginners: One’s first feeling on standing 
upon a pair of roller skates is an uncon­ 
trollable tendency to come from together. 
One foot may start out toward Idaho, 
while the other as promptly strikes out 
for Arizona. 
The legs do not stand by 
each other as legs related by blood should 
do, but each shows a disposition to set 
up business alone, and leave you to take 
care of yourself as best you may. The 
awkwardness of this arrangement is ap­ 
parent. 
While they are setting up inde­ 
pendently, there is nothing for you to do 
but to sit down and await future devel­ 
opments, and you have to sit down., too.

The 
equipments for the rink are a pair of 
skates, a cushion, and a bottle of lini­ 
ment.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Our Men In Congress and the Meas­ 
ures They Propose.

W ashington City, April 7.—The senate 
took up the education bill for the final strug­ 
gle, Voorhees making the closing speech in 
its favor. 
Amendments 
by Hoar were 
agreed to, that the amount to ba distributed 
shall be $7,000,000 the first year, JIO,OOO,OOO 
the second, and $15,000,000 the third, then 
diminishing $2,000,000 yearly, and that all 
children have an equal opportunity for edu­ 
cation. 
An amendment by Sherman was 
carried, that the money shall be used only 
for common schools not sectarian in char­ 
acter. 
At a late hour the bill was passed. 
As passed, the education bill appropriates 
$77,000,000 to be distributed for eight years 
according to the Hoar amendment. 
It dif­ 
fers also from the original bill by imposing 
restrictions as to the expenditure of the 
money. 
The states are to apply at least an 
equal sum to that allotted to them for com­ 
mon school education. 
Reports have to be 
made by the states on the uses to which the 
money is put to the secretary of the interior. 
The appropriations are not to be used for 
sectarian purposes. 
The house of 
representatives passed a 
joint resolution giving court reports 
and 
sets of the revised statutes to the Cincin­ 
nati law library. 
Resolutions were offered 
calling 
for information 
regarding 
the 
threatened confiscation of 
the American 
college in Italy, and authorizing the presi­ 
dent to fill the vacancy in the interna­ 
tional prison commission. 
Bills were intro­ 
duced to incorporate tile Cherokee & Arkan­ 
sas River and the Montana & Idaho Railroad 
companies. 
On suspension of the rules, a 
resolution was adopted 
making bills for 
the 
erection of public buildings a con­ 
tinuing special order for April. 
A motion 
by Converse 
to suspend 
the rules and 
pass the bill restoring the duty of 1867 on 
wo I was debated for half an hour by Messrs. 
McKinley, Morrison, Hurd, and Converse, 
and was defeated by 119 to 136. 
A resolu­ 
tion declaring it unwise to reduce the tax on 
whisky wa* adopted by 179 to S3. 
W ashington City, April 8.—The senate 
passed bills to permit the bridging of the Rio 
Grande at Eagle Pass and Laredo, Texas. 
A 
bill was introduced for the deposit in the 
treasury of the receipts of the money-order 
system, and the payment of its expenses out 
of the appropriations. 
After some debate on 
the naval appropriation bill, Hale gave notice 
of an amendment to set aside $1,750,000 for 
the erection of two factories for making guns 
from six-inch caliber to IOO tons. 
The house of representatives passed bills 
for the appointment of a commission to run 
the boundary line between Indian territory 
and Texas; declaring that the supreme court 
of each territory shall consist of a chief jus­ 
tice and three associates, and providing that 
governors of territories must have been for 
two years residents thereof before their ap­ 
pointment 
W ashington City, April 9.—In the sen­ 
ate, Hill reported the original bill to estab­ 
lish a system of postal telegraphy, the first 
ten sections of which provide for contrada 
with the existing companies. 
When the 
naval appropriation bill came up, debate 
took a wide range lasting to the hour of ad­ 
journment 
In the bouse of representatives, Hopkins 
offered a preamble aud resolution instruct­ 
ing the committee on commerce to investi­ 
gate the charges that the system of trans­ 
porting live stock by rail is barbarous, caus­ 
ing discase or death, and that the association 
of eveners receive a bonus of about $15 on 
every car-load of beef cattle sent forward 
from the west.

Compared with 
the area harvested, the present breadth is an 
" increase of 5 per cent.

the second, and $15,000,000 the third, then 
diminishing $2,000,000 yearly, and th at all 
children have an equal opportunity for edu­ 
cation.

A t a late hour the bill was passed. 
As passed, the education bill appropriates
